Urge Grants for 
City Colleges 


New York City’s four colleges 


should receive state grants, says the 
local subcommittee of the Rapp- 
Coudert Committee, state set-up for 
investigating school activities. 

This good and healthful recom- 
mendation was made among a wel- 
ter of other suggestions in the sub- 
committee's final report, just issued. 
The report was based on a survey 
supervised by Dr. George D. Strayer, 
Professor Emeritus of Teachers Col- 
lege. 

Recommendations for abolishing 
tutorships in favor of instructor- 
ships, for increasing funds for adult 
vocational training, reducing the 
membership of the Board of Higher 
Education, vesting more power in 
the Superintendent of Schools, and 
for granting state aid for nursery 
schools were also urged. 

The proposal to grant an addi- 
tional $1,400,000 annually for adult 
education is definitely in keeping 
with the times and should be point- 
ed out vividly to Governor Dewey, 
the Teachers Union said in com- 
menting on the recommendations. 
Dewey, the Union declared, stated 
in his budget message that adult 
education should expand but only 
within the scope of existing facili- 
ties and personnel. 

“This time he should listen to his 
own committee,” the Union said. 

The Union pointed out that pro- 
gressive educators have been. con- 
sistently opposed to granting more 
power to the Superintendent of 
Schools since “this is not demo- 
cratic. The present Board of Super- 


intendents should retain its execu- 


tive capacity.”

Then who was paying for this ex- 
pensive setup, obviously well-oiled 
with money from somewhere? 

The chairman, Robert Routh, was 
talking over the phone: “The name

Dewey Tries To 
Shelve Wicks. Bills 


(Special te the Dally Werker) 


ALBANY, March 17. — Governor) 


Dewey moved today to sidetrack the 
Wicks bills to establish a permanent 
Fair Employment Practices Com- 
mittee and a civil rights bureau by 
proposing to the Legislature that it 
create a temporary state commission 
to “study” problems of race dis- 
crimination. 

The Wicks bills are themselves the 
product of the work of the Gov- 
ernor’s own Committee Against Dis- 
crimination in Employment, which 
drew them up on the basis of its 
experience., They have received 
powerful public support, and are 
known to be favored by the Dem- 
ocratic minority and by many Re- 
publicans. 

The problem of discrimination 
was conspicuously absent from 
Dewey's annual message to the Leg- 
islature. His interference at this 
point when the Legislature has be- 
fore it measures that have received 
widespread public approval is con- 
sidered an unprecedented act of ex- 
ecutive meddling whose sole purpose 
is to prevent passage of those meas- 
ures. 

The appointment of commissions 
to “study” has become a favorite 
device of the Governor in order to 
avoid direct action. Thus, on the 
popular question of a public health 
program, he recommended a com- 
mission to study the problem when 
a legislative commission has been 
“studying” it since 1938.

The inspiration behind this bill is the 
game as that behind the attacks emanating 
from Albany on the federal soldier ballot, 
behind the effort to deprive the people of 
New York City of the right to elect their 


— judges, behind the Bainbridge bill to deny 


to trade unions the right to participate in 
politics. 2 

It is part of the Dewey pattern to ensure 
GOP supremacy in New York State by cur- 
tailing electoral rights. It follows also the 
pattern of the Smith and Dies Committees 
in Congress and of the Smith-Connally Act 
to cripple labor’s independent political activi- 
ties. It is reaction’s answer to the growing 
independence and consciousness of the 
American electorate, and particularly of the 
working class. 


It is certainly tragic that the ALP should 
find itself in the midst of an internal struggle 
when it is facing this terrible jhreat to its 
éxistence.

Party of Hooverism 


EPUBLICANS in the United States Sen- 

ate have just let it be known that Her- 

bert Hoover and his views dominate their 
leadership. 


They have elected Senator Arthur Van- 
denberg, hardened in obstruction of the war, 
as chairman of their conference committee. 
They have chosen Senator Robert A. Taft, 
whose record is equally malodorous, as chair- 
man of their brand-new steering committee. 


These acts mark clearly enough the place 
where the GOP stands. It is just where we 
have said it was. The leadership of that 
party is inerasably in the hands of those 
who are opposed to our war against Hitler. 


A member-by-membtr examination of the 
powerful GOP steering committee makes the 
set-up even worse, if that could be possible. 
The next ranking member to Taft is none 
other than C. Wayland (Curley) Brooks, the 
fascist Robert McCormick’s other self. The 
rest of the committee includes not one of 
those few Republicans who have stood for 
the strengthening of the Anglo-Soviet-Amer- 
ican coalition. Such Senators as Austin and 
Ball are conspicuously absent. But Styles 
Bridges, Hearst’s friend and anti-Sovieteer, 
is a member. 


The record of the Republican Party, al- 
ways tending in the direction of negotiated 
peace, is now openly formalized. 


Senator Taft has been especially brash in 


his declarations that we should never have 


entered the war. His remarks and record 
are dittoed in the House by men like Joseph 
Martin, Everett Dirkser and Clare Hoffman. 
The GOP leadership there is of the self- 
same stripe as in.the Senate. 4 


The GOP Senate action furnishes the best 
refutation to all the recent speeches of Wen- 
dell Willkie. He has been aiming his heaviest 
fire at the Roosevelt administration, poor 
man, and has been presenting the Republican 
Party as the alternative. 


Well, we are now advised. of what that 
party would do if it gained power. It would 
seek to obstruct the victorious coalition of 
the democratic powers. It would make the 
negotiated peace viewpoint the governmental

We must not deceive ourselves 
by trying to make a distinction be- 
tween the Tehran agreement and 
the act of our country in making 
war against Nazi Germany. The 
Tehran agreement is in itself the 
full expression of the policy of 
making war in the only manner in 
which it can be made, by the 
strengthened coalition. Extension 
of the coalition into the future and 
beyond the period of military ac- 
tion, for maintenance of peace and 
the corollary economic cooperation 
“for many generations,” is an in- 
separable part of the agreement to 
fight together. To cancel this com- 
mon purpose of the military strug- 
gle would be merely the logical 
manner of withdrawing from the 
military struggle.

If the United States cancelled or 
failed to carry out the agreement 
made at Tehran by President 
Roosevelt and at Moscow by Secre- 
tary Hull, the results would obvi- 
ously be: 

The coalition, as far as the Unit- 
ed States is concerned, would be 
dissolved. 

If the defeat of Germany had 
not been accomplished prior to the 
inauguration of a Dewey or a Taft 
in the Presidency, we have to sup- 
pose that the attitude of Dewey as 
he last expressed it—is confirma- 
tion this year of what he had said 
on Jan. 20, 1940, that a coalition 
of this sort would be a “fantastic 
partnership with Russia,” that “we 
need no such partnerships,”. and 
that even the recognition of So- 
viet Russia was a “departure” from 
sound policy — would indicate the 
course that would be followed. Or, 
if it were Taft in the Presidency, 
the obvious support of Hitler's 
“Peace Now” movement in the 
United States by Mr. aft, not 
alone through his wife’s direct par- 
ticipation, but by Taft’s own sup- 
port of the essential slogans of 
that movement — would indicate 
that the desire of such an admin- 
istration would fully accord with 
Hitler’s and Tojo’s present effort to 
crack the coalition and to bring 
about what is called “a negotiated 
peace.” 

That this would mean throwing 
the world into a_new chaos is ob- 
vious. 

We are obliged to admit that it a 
candidate representing opposition 
to the Tehran agreement became 
President next January, with the 
war in Burope still in progress— 
this would be the greatest triumph 
that Hitler would have achieved 
since his conquest of Western Eu- 
rope and the installation of his 
supporters at Vichy, France. We

United States from the coalition 
would result in the revival and tri- 
umph in Great Britain of the anti- 
war forces led by the British twin

At any 
rate, the withdrawal of ¢he United 
States from the coalition would be- 
yond doubt strengthen the chances 
for Hitler to survive and would in- 
crease his capacity to make war. 
The only thing that would be 
certain, in that event, would be 
that Russia wal not be defeated. 
Soviet Russia's capacity to make 


to exterminate the Nazi govern- 
ment of Germany if and when the 
American anvil was withdrawn by 
a Dewey or a Taft.

That this most pow- 
erful competitor is the United 
States is proven by two world wars 
and none but Hitler and Hearst 
would even equivocate about it.

WASHINGTON—The United States today officially 
condemned Nazi Germany's “wanton lawlessness” 
in the seizure of Czechoslovakia and won powerful

BERLIN—Condemnation of Hitler's seizure of Czechoe 
slovakia by the British, American and French 
governments was regarded by Nazis as a trie 
power massing of strength and influence against 
fascist dictatorships. 

PARIS—Communist deputy Gabriel Peri, in a speech 
to a packed Chamber of Deputies, announced 
that the 73 Communist members would -vote 
against Premier Edouard Daladier’s demand for 
near-dictatorial powers. 
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
